On -this Jornry the parly from the Am- 
erican School of CI.is-iU.il Studies was 
much struck with tho tantalizing In- 
terest In the ruins of Oonladae. with 
lw many Kates, Its .splendid acropolis, 
Its endlc'i streets, ground plans, tow- 
ers. harbor and thrater, all Uear and 
yet badly needing digging. Dr. HuCus 
B. Richardson, Director of the Amer- 
ican Pchool. xocural ft (Hjglns ix-milt 
from tho government, and early In De- 
cember Dr. Forman, Dr. 
Benjamin 


Powell ajiJ Mr. Sears of Harvard set 
to work on the excavatlonn Oncmtlons 
were begun on December IT, Mr. Sears 
dlreotlnt: tho u»rk on u .site supposed 
l>y a Frenphman In 1S3C to be that of 
a temple, and Dr. Formun on the 
thatcr. After twenty-live 
or 
thirty 


men had betn'kept at worl: In each 
IT*inK for more than two weeks, it was 
found that the supposed temple ^as a 
large private house In a splendid posi- 
tion on the crown ot one of the many 
hills. After the bulldlns had 
been 


fully excavated, Mr. Sears bciran work 
on a little temple, then on a. small 
spring house or bath .house at the 
head of the Tort, and lln.ally on the 
remains of some boat houses. 
This 


last excavation promlws mi>st Inter- 
esting results, conllrmatory of the re- 
construction by Dr. Dorpfeld of the 
FerUeus ship Hhed-s at Zea. 


Dr. Forman ran t line duu n the axis 


of -the tlH-.iter, uncovered one-half of 
the scats and orchestra, and finished 
up all of the stage bulldlnKH. Tho or- 
chestra circle, taken complete, ls mut'h 
like that at Epldarus. but raised thirty 
centimeters 
d.bove 
the 
foot-way 


mirroundlnc It on the -auditorium side. 
The s«its were hewn out of the solid 
rock, with no trace of marble co\er- 
1ns. Not a square foot of marble lias 
been found anywhere In the town, and 
only a fragment of a statue. 


Th» native rock has 
not 
always 


vtontl, the -weather Meel, and tho stones 
of the atage buildings are mostly In 
fragments. The roots of • trees h,u e 
plajcd havoc with tho theater— tuel\e

However, some of the 
nrchftraive blocks nrc nearly perfect 
and enough of tho pilasters to show 
still. 
No Inscriptions were found to

At the left end of the pruscen- 
lum the first architrave of the block 
bears merely the first letter of the In- 
scription: «t the right end (looking at 
the audience) the next to tho last 
Ulork bears a few Indecipherable let- 
ters.

DEATH SUMMONS 
E. B. MASTICK OF 


ENCINAL CITY. 


Was One of the. Promi- 


nent Lawyers in 


This State. 


ALAMEDA, Feb. IS.—Edwin Beard 


Mastlck, the well known lawyer, died 
nt his home yesterday morning. 
' 


The death of the nged practitioner 


had been hourly expected for the last 
two or three wicks. His eight miivlv. 
Ill"; children were at/the bedside when 
life ebbed out. Thiee years ago Mr. 
Mastlck suffered n severe attack of the 
grip which brought on heart failure and 
other 
complications from which 
he 


never reco\ered. 


Mr. Mastlck was 
born In 
CenuRi 


county, Ohio, March 22, 1824, and was. 
therefore, ngcd 76 years and 10 months. 
While he was yet an Infant his parents 
removed to Ilockport In the fume coun- 
ty. There he received a meager educa- 
tion and grew to manhood. As a young 
man he practiced law In Cleveland, hav- 
ing llrat been a student In a law olllce In 
that city. 


In 184S Mr. Mastlck married Sllss Lu- 


crctl.t M. Wood of Itockport. In 1831 
he came to California by way of the 
Isthmus. He Boon succeeded In build- 
ing up a large law practice. 
Many 


positions of trust and large 
interests 


were given Into Mr. Mastlck's caie. Ho 
was at various times the senior mem- 
ber of the tlrmn of MOBtlck & Mastlck, 
Mastlck. Belcher & Mastlck, nird Mas- 
tick, Van Fleet & Mastlck. The build- 
ing at the corner of Montgomery and 
Cornmetilal streets contained Mr. Mas- 
tick's otllce for forty-three successive 
years. 


Shortly aft,er he came to California 


Mr. Mastlck was elected lo the Supreme 
Court clerkship. As a member of tho 
Lick TiiiNt he won an enviable name 
by nKslslng In the skillful management 
of the great 
finances, retiring 
with 


honor In 1893, when the trust wan dis- 
solved. 
Uy reason of his connection 


with the Lick Trust he was made an 
honorary member of the California Fo- 
clety of Pioneers. He took a great In- 
terest, too. In the, Crocker Old Ladles' 
Home, of which he Had been a trustee 
Klnce Its founding. 


The city of Alameda owes a great 


deal ot Us prosperity to Mr. Mastlek's 
publlc-splrltedness. For fifteen year.s 
he was n member of the Hoard of City 
Trustees. 
Ten years of this time he 


tilled the president's chair, retiring In 
1893. His residence In Alameda extend- 
ed over thirty-seven years. A large es- 
tate nt the western end of the city tt'ns 
his and Mastlck Station, on the broad 
gauRe line, was named for htm. 


Sir. Mastlok leaves surviving1 him a 


widow and eight children. The children 
are Edwin B. Maatlck Jr., Seattle; 
George H. Mastlck. Alameda: Charles 
L. Mastlck, Portland. Or.: Mrs. Frank 
Otis. Alameda; Reuben AV. Mnstlck, Al- 
ameda: Mrs Ira n. Hyde. Princeton. 
Rio.; M«ry L. Mastlck, Alameda, and 
B. L. Mastlck,
